J f congress can pass a law ex 
eluding or banishing Chinaman, it can 
commit the same outrage against a Dutch 
man, 
Englishm an or any other class. 
The worst feature of the law is that men 
arc to be banished the country, driv en 
from hom e and depriv ed of property, not 
for com m itting a crime, but because they 
belong to a certain nationality. 
The law 
is the result of demsgogi.sm of the worst 
sort. 
If the Chinamen would only get 
drunk, 
join 
in riots, throw dynamite 
bombs, murder policemen, or in short 
get naturalized ami assist in running ih<* 
ward elections, the American congress 
would nev er hav e passed a law sending 
him into exile 
Hav ing conducted him ­ 
self since b s arriv al on our shores as a 
sober, hard working, law-abiding citizen, 
he comes under the b an eof the politician, 
through sheer modesty and honesty.
